insurance companies 4 per cent. A 
tax upon licenses of various sorts is 
also cuatemulak>d. In consideration 
of these taxes tbe companies are to 
relieved of all other taxation in tbe 
state, including, of course, all local 
taxation in places wheie they have 
tangible property. The exemption is 
designed to extend to all property of 
the companies used for company pur- 
poses. 


Tbe revenue thus to be derived is

FraBt* »t Orange Growing. 


[Savannah (Ga.} News.] 


Mr. Beth French, of Jacksonville, Fla. 


an old and experienced orange grower 
gives the following as an estimate nt 
the cost of an orange grove, according tn 
locality: Cost of 10 acres of land foru 
grove, $50 to $100; clearing, $100 t<. 
$150; fencing, $20 to $75; breaking, $20 
to $25; setting out 500 trees, $200 to 
$300, care and fertilizing, five yearn, 
$500 to $1,000; total cost, $920 to $1,540. 


In addition-to this the young tree* 


cost, ready for setting out, from 35 to 5(J 
cents each. At the age of nine or ten 
yean from the seed, the trees begin t 
produce, the average beine about SOC 
oranges to the tre_e. For the next two 
years the increase in production is rapid, 
being about 1,000 oranges a tree each 
year. 
There are many trees in Florida that 


produce 10,000 oranges, but these are 
aged having been planted before the war. 
Oranges, like apples, have their '"off1 
vears, but at fifteen years from the seed 
it ia safe to say that the trees will pro- 
duce on an average 3,000 oranges each. 


There are 50 trees to one acre, accord- 


ing to Mr. French's figures given above, 
though it is usual to set cut 60, which, 
at 3,000 oranges per tree, would give 1,- 
600,000 oranges as the yield cf the ten 
acres. These at one and a half cents a 
piece as they hang on the tree, the aver
